The City Council of the City of 
Marlon, Kentii-'ky, do ordain as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1: That there Ik herehy 
rreateil aim! established a franchise 
or privilege to orect, maintain and 
operate a telephone exchange, em- 
bracing central ofllce apparatus fix- 
tures, cables, a.id wires along 
through, OW and ui.derthe ttr,ete, 
siiiewalke. alleys and public places 
of said city of Marlon, Kentucky. 

Section 2: Thattaid franchise or 
privilege shall continue for a period 
of twenty (2oi years from and after 
tlio time the same shall take cited.

Section 6: Hie purchaser of said 
franchise or privilege, hit successors 
or assigns, shall promptly replace all 
paving and macadeinizing that may 
be disturbed by the said purchaser 
in setting said poles and shall also, 
at the purchaser'e own expense, re- 
move all dirt and debris that iua> 
atise Is making excavations til that 
purpose.

<>f the street committee, ami It shall 
he the duty of the said committee to 
see tiiat the provisions of this ordi- 
nance are faithfully complied with.

David at tills time was stautliug under 
Ihe shadows of bis past sins. God bad 
Meaaed Ma again and again, yet Juat 
after these many manifestations of the 
divine love he had fallen back tnto sin 
because he Und OOpBOdad upon his own 
strength Thus Imvld says, "Itestore 
unto ma the Joy of tby salvation mid 
uphold DM by thy free spirit." That 
means In plain English, "0 God. 
bring DM hack to thy loving grace, 
cleanse me from sin nnd then by thy 
power do not let me again wallow lu 
tl.e ijtingiulrcs and the bogs and the 
filth of evil." After liavld bad played 
the fool In King Acbtob's court and 
had murdered Uriah to steal for him- 
self Uriah's wife, ought be not to have 
made thl* prayer with fear and trem. 
Ming? After you mid I have sinned 
again and again when God had re- 
stored upon us the Joy of bis salvation, 
ought not we to make this prayer In the 
same spirit as liavld mnde It? 

Traat In the Fnlher. 

it Is only by doubting and rontinuiug 
tn distrust our own strength that we 
are U.l to rely entirely upon God's pro- 
tecting power. I would have us feel 
our dependence on God when we make 
Mils prayer exactly as the little adopt- 
ed daughter of ■ dear friend of mine 
feels tovvurd ber father, lie 1* a noble 
man, made noble through luffcrttfg. 
He slitll.-d uot lo buuibie QuaUcial 
circumstance*, but be went on snd ou 
In life until at last be won ■ position 
of wealth and Influence. Hut after the 
wealth enme, then came the sorrow. 
God came to bis two little girls and 
said: "t'ome. dnughters; come! I waut 
you to play In the green field of heav- 
en." And In a night tbe earthly nursery 
wa* emptied for the celestial play- 
grounds. Brokeu hearted were my 
friend and hi* dear wife. The cry of 
their agonizing hearts w«a, "0 God. 
give ua ■ little glrll" "And God gave 
them a little daughter, not of their 
own fle»h and blood, however, but a 
little girl who came out of a hovel of 
poverty ami tilth and aln. 

Home month* ago this little girl was 
In a foundling Institute lu one of our 
large eastern cities. Hy this Institu- 
tion she was sent west and put Into a 
low Mexican'* borne of Ignorance and 
filth. There my friend found ber and 
Mid: "Mhe shall not remain here She 
shall route uml lie my dnugM.-r and 
live In my borne." He took her west. 
Then he ami hi* wife washed tbe little 
girl ami put clean clothe, upon her 
ami put her Into • rlt-uii. white bed. 
They *urrotui.hs| ber with all that 
wraith nud lovr could glte. Yet, 
though that little girl I* uow orlly 
..]-• it two and one half year* old. she 
live* In i-tintlliual terror of la-ing taken 
bock to her past .urroundli ( Kvery 
night la-fort* .he guew to lws| .he call* 
hrr fo.trr f.ithrr to her shic or crawls 
up Int.. bis lap and puts ber little 
arms ataiut hi* ueek and Mys, "I'apa.
